meet tfoal operators or any of their 
representatives' in this city.

>ered, however, as landlord of <t)he 
Id Rockhill house at Main street and 
Broadway, in the building which has 
ince been transformed into the St.

Leaving Fort Wayne about thirty- 


five years ago, Mr, Rumsey was for

PAYS A VISIT TO NEW YORK 


DECLARES 'HIS MISSION IS ON 


PRIVATE BUSINESS. 


New York, 
Sept. 
9.—Governo 


Stone, of 'Pennsylvania, who arrive1! 
in the city last right, made a brief 
statement today relative to his pie* 
ence hero and the coal situation. He 
said: 


"I am here on private business. I 


expect to return to Harrisburg to- 
day. 
I am as anxious to see the 


strike settled in Pennsylvania 
as 


tiny one can possibly be. I can o'.ily 
repeat what I (h&ve said in previous 
interviews, tliat it I can be satis- 
fled t'hat the legislature -would pais 
a law Uhat would be constitutional 
and that .would settle the strike and 
prevent others, 1 would not hesitate 
to call it together, but I must 
'be 


satisfied that such a lav/ can lie 
passed." 


In reply to a question, the gov- 


ernor said he 'had 110 [appointment to 
meet coal operators 'or any of their 
representatives in this city.
